The “Training Center” (known during the past two summers as the “Work- 
shop”) is an intensive summer extension of the Professional Training Program of 
the American Theatre Wing carried on the rest of the year in New York City.

They have 
been chosen for outstanding abilities and promise of successful stage careers by a 
distinguished committee in New York, comprising of Miss Lillian Gish, Miss Cornelia 
Otis Skinner, Mr. Guthrie McClintic, Mr. Alfred deLiagre, Jr., Mr. Vinton Freedley 
and Mr. Charles Mooney. 

This unique project in theatre education is being financed by the Raymond 
Moore Foundation and by individual contributors.
